Including tho cost ot tho land," State 
Director Osborn stated In his reply, 
and then voiced a warning that too 
much of tho cost ahould not bo rep- 
resented In a purchase of real estate, 
as primarily such projects aro for the 
purpose of providing employment. 
'IHIgli land costia rofloctcd'ln tho man- 
year expenditure for tho project and 
toakea tho project undesirable from 
the standpoint ot tho Public Works 
J^d mini 9 trail on, as we must see that 
a aubstantlal amount ot tho tunds 
allotted will bo spent for labor." the 
letter states. 

Director UrQCt H«ste. 
Tho.dlreclor sJalQji that funds, tor 
this state aro being rapidly allotted 
•and that applications are being con- 
slderod In the order of their receipt. 
For this reaaon he suggests that Antl- 
och'B application be submitted with- 
out- delay. 

In the meantime Inquiry Is being 
made by a connmltteo ot board mem* 
bera for aultablo locations that may 
bo purchased for a price satisfactory 
Ho tho PWA authorities. When this 
survey Is completed President Bart- 
lett will call a board meeting for the 
purpose of moklng plans to bring the 
matter to a referendum vote.

podeatrlaria. The now algnaling re- 
quirements aro tho same as those In 
many states, the left turn being In- 
dicated by an arm extended horlzoa- 
tally from the car window; a right 
turn, but the arm extended upward or 
by a beckoning motion, sweeping the 
arm from t^j rear to tbo front, while 
tbe Intention to atop or slow down Is 
indicated by an arm extended down- 
ward. Falling to signal, or Improper 
Blgnallnff. was the principal causo 
of 220 traffic deaths and 33.420 In- 
juries In the United SUtes In 1934, 
the records show.

Immediately after the shooting she 
waa rushed to Antloch where first aid 
treatment was administered by Dr.

Examin- 
ation revealed that the bullet, which 
struck her In the left eye, had com- 
pletely pierced the head, but appar- 
ently mlsed the brain. She will lose 
the sight of the eye and Is expected 
to recover from the serious wound. 

Deputy Sheriffs N. J. Otto and Wil- 
liam P. Schmitt of Kenosha county 
made an exhauatlve search of the vi- 
cinity, but failed to unoqver n..clu^ 
to the identity of the 'careless marks- 
nwJi.

This large area of swamp land was 
deeded by the Federal government 
to the state about ten years before 
tho Civil war. Shortly after tho ClvU 
-war the atate deeded Uie land to Xjokb 
County. ' 

Because Lake County lacks the 
funds to develop this swatnp-Iand 
most of It haa romalnod practically 
worthless for most purposes. It is 
figured that Uio sUte, with Ita al- 
most unlimited resources, could con* 
vert the tract Into an Ideal atate park. 
The region long haa been a mecca 
for countless thousands of visitors 
who came here to see tho world fam- 
ous lotus beds. Aa a atate park Ita 
popularity would be even greater and 
the value of adjoining property would 
be much enhanced.

A BASIC QU ESTION 

Economist Describes Conflict Be- 
tween Opposing Social View- 
points on Government Bank. 



Agitation for government banking !■ 
a phaso of tho conHIcl between our 
present "personal competitive enter- 
prlflo ayatem" In America and tho *'cora- 
pulBory fltnto collective security syfr 
tern'* of Bovoral European States, Virgil 
Jordan, President National Industrial 
Conferonco Doard, saya In an article 
in a recent Isauo ot "Banking" pub- 
llahcd by the American BankcrA As- 
aociatton. 

"They involve irrcconcllahlo prin- 
ciples of human conduct and philoso- 
phy of life and tho conflict between 
them is tho key to the economic, social 
and political struggles of today," Mr. 
Jordan says. 

Tho ontorprlso system of which "tho 
development of the tJnltcd States has 
been the unparalleled example, de- 
pends for Us motive power of progress 
upon tho Inexhaustible reservoir of 
energy In Individual deslro for personol 
advancement In prosperity, but it zwar- 
ontcea nothing to the Individual save 
freedom ot opportunity," tho article 
saya In part. 

The collcctlvlat security systcro, ho 
■ays, "places all emphasis upon tbo 
malntonancQ ot a minimum standard 
ot living tor the mass without regard 
to the crcallvo po;vjr ot tho Individual, 
qulto simply the security syatcm In- 
volves tho modern form ot the phil- 
osophy of tho. slave society." ITo con- 
tinues; 

A S\in of tho Times 
•*Tho many-Bided movement toward 
governmental banking, deposit Insur- 
nnco and currency management Is tho 
most direct and decisive expression ot 
Iho universal Instinctive search for se- 
curity which la tho sign ot tho times. 
In America our so-called social security 
legislation la an Important Indication 
ot the drift away from tho ontorprlaa 
system toward a collectlvlst security 
system with concentration ot author- 
ity In a central Feaoral government 

"Tho nationalization of credit la 
crucial and IndlapcnBable for complete 
state control ot tho complex Industrial 
and business structure ot this coun- 
try. Tho drive toward government 
banking and monetary control Is most 
determined because the relation ot tho 
state to credit goes to tho root of tho 
enterprise syatcm. A collective secur- 
ity system Is Inconceivable without 
nationalization of credit. An enterprise 
system Is Inconceivable with It." 

Under a collective security system, 
baaed on government banking tho con- 
trols "lie solely In tho hands ot a few 
persona and depend upon their Judg- 
ment, will or caprice." Mr. Jordan aaya, 
adding that It is they who must de- 
termine "upon tho basis ot some pre- 
determlnc<l plan or upon pure political 
expediency ot tho moment, what linca 
of Industry and even what Individual 
enterprises shall have access to the 
credit reservoir." Tho slnte, he flay*i, 
baa tho power of lite and death over 
all enterprise that utilizes credit. 

"Kvery government Is an organ of 
parly power and must respond to tho 
will of tho party that put U In power," 
the Jordan nrtlcie says. "Under un- 
checked government operation It Is an 
Inescapable tendency of every cur- 
rency to depreciate and for credit lo 
expand. However much 11 may be In 
tho interest of the nation, detlailon is 
too dan^oroua politically for auy gov- 
ernnient to undorta!:e It dollboraloly. 

"in tbo end government banking and 
currency niana'-.omGnl resolve them- 
sclvc3 simply into the use of credit as 
a political iUBtrunient ot power, and 
thia Instrument tends to bo u.^cd in 
the loni; run for expropriation of tho 
savings ot iho community."

Describes Its Activities to Cre- 
ate Better Understanding 
Regarding Banks 

NEW YOHK.-BlBht illfforont llnoB 
of activity through which tho Amo^ 
lean Bnnkors Aasaclntlon Is conatant-

Mr. Hecht declares that "wo hato

AIDED PRO GRESS 

Economist Describes tlie Ways 
Banking Institutions Have 
Contributed to Develop- 
ment of United States 

OMAHA, Nebr.— Privately owned 
banking, dosplto Un faults, has served 
America well, William A. Irwin, Pro- 
fosnor of Kconnmtcp, Washburn Col- 
logo, Topcka, Kansas, declared In a ti*- 
cont'^oddreBs hero on "Banking !n a 
Chunglng World." 

*'Undoa the leadership of fndlvldunls 
banking has helped to bring this coun 
try to a foremost place In economic d?- 
Tolopmont among the natlona of the 
world," he aald. "Tho amall communltv 
haa been developed by the Indlvltlunl 
bank. The fronUera of America have 
been puahed forward by the help and 
counael of the Individual hanker. Ttip 
ahocka of wara and depreaalona In a 
century and a half have been withstood 
with the aaalitanco of the Individual 
banker. 

■CbaDte May Be Neceiisry 

*'It may be that wo bars reached a 
tide lu the alfalra of America when new 
methods aro neoded. It may bo that wr 
have come to a point whore the Indi- 
vidual should /bo submerged for 'the 
greatest good of Mie greatest number.' 

*'It may oven be that complete cen 
trallzatlon of the banking aystem har 
become an economic necessity In our 
complicated anclnl life. But the bankrr 
ought to be satlsfled that these thlnga 
aro 80 before ho should give up hia flghl 
for the'ayatem we have known. We 
came to greatness under that kind of 
banking; we should not give It up with* 
out unmlatakahle proof of the abaolute 
aeceaslty of Buch a chango." 

The American Pattern 

ProfesBor Irwin aald that the pro- 
Doaal which has been advanced for co- 
ordinating hanking operations in the 
national Interest under "a 'Supreme 
Court' for banking la typically Ameri- 
can and ougbt to have the most Bori- 
oua conaldoralion of those elemonta 
which are clamoring for political con* 
trol, which is typically un-Araorlcan.** 
It la not wise, he said, to oppose changes 
as auch, hut that, bankera ahould "see 
to it that change. If and when It does 
come, shall preserve all that la good In 
the past and stick aa closely aa poa- 
alble to tho American pattern of 
thlnga."

^ CUCUMBERS 

'While the cucumber Is not a highly 
nutritive vegetable, Us delicate and 
characteristic flavor Is held In high 
esteem by epicures, and as a salad It 
ranks among tho most popular. Many 
persons aro not able to oat It In tho 
raw state, however, and for the bene- 
fit of such this recipe Is given: 
Stewed Cucumbors 

6 large cucumbers (enough to make 
2 quarts) 

2 tablespoons butter 

2 tablespoons flour 

2 tablespoons grated onion 

1 cup mlllc 
2 teaspoon salt 

A dash of pepper 

Wash, paro and cut the cucumbers 
In Inch rounds; put In saucepau, 
cover with boiling water; boll 20 min- 
utes; pour Into colander and drain 20 
minutes; then add sauce, which Is 
made as follows: 

Put butter and onion Into sauce- 
pan; cook 5 mlnutos (but do not let It 
brown): add flour, mix well until 
smooth; then add cold milk; boll 5 
minutes; add the boiled cucumbers 
and boll 3 minutes. 



To Remove Stains from 

Upholstered Furniture 

Blood Stalni 

Remove by soaking the spot repeat- 
odty with chloroform, working In the 
open air, or peroxide of hydrogen. 
For thick goods, use a paste of raw 
starch and tepid water. Spread froe- 
, \y on the goods, romovlng when per- 
^(ftly dry. On silk use strong borax 
water. 

Candy Stains 

Remove with cold distilled water, 
brushing or scraping carefully. 

Coffee Stains / 

Apply cold distilled water; then 
apply permanganate of potas4u solu- 
tion from bottle; then Immediately 
apply a mixture of one part of perox- 
ide of liydrogen, ono part acetic add 
and two parts water. Keep satur- 
ating with tho latter imlxture until 
permanganate of potash and stain 
disappear. 

Fruit Stains 

Same as coffee stains. 

Grease or Oil Stains 

Apply gasoUno or secure some 
chloroform; allow same to soak In 
well, then place piece of blotting 
paper over stain, and pass slightly 
heated Iron several times over. Or, 
spongo with carbon tetrachloride, 
rubbing with tho nap of the goods. 
Continue until all traces of greaso 
liave disappeared. 

Tar Stains 

Kxcept on ^yash good, uso turpen* 
tJne and rub with benzine. On wash 
goods, use lard and after several 
hours spongo with carbon totrachlor- 
Ido to remove tho lard. 
Important 

It Is apparent that all stains should 
bo removed Just as soon as possible. 
To ailow them to dry Ihcreases the 
difficulty' of removing them. 
. Whllo those methods can bo safely 
used on tho anajorlty of fabrics, wo 
recommend that highly prized pieces, 
and especially silk plushes, should be 
treated .by an experienced dry 
cleaner. ,■

Summer Health Hints

QLKANLINE3S, which Is alwiiys 
of tho utmost ImitortancG, Is 
vitally so during tho summer 
months becnuso when tho temporn- 
turo is warm, bacteria grow tnoro 
rapidly and food, therefore, be- 
comes moro easily contaminated 
and spoiled. Most cnncs of food poi- 
soning, or Bo-cnlled ptomalno poi- 
soning, aro due to the contamiaa- 
llon of food by germs. When food 
BO contaminated Is eaten It gives 
rise to severe symptoms In tho 
gastro- Intestinal tract Dishes, 
glasses, eating utonSlls, cooking 
utensils, and cspcclnlly refrigera- 
tors, should bo thoroughly cleaned 
with plenty of soap nnd hot water. 
Depend upon physical cleanliness 
obtained by thorough washing with 
plenty of aonp and water and that 
old Ingredient "elbow grease" 
rather than upon antiseptics nnd 
deodorants. Those latter havo 
their uso to sprinkle on garbage 
and other refuse— bat old-fashion- 
ed cleanliness Is tho best protec- 
tion of health. 

A shower bath night and morn- 
ing with a good lather of soap Is 
not only refreshing but keeps tho 
skin healthy and functioning prop- 
erly. One of tho Important func- 
tions of the skin Is oUmlnatlon of 
some of the wasto products of tho 
body and since we perspire more 
In warm weather, It Is Important

State's Attorney - Supervis- 
ors Seek Means to Protect 
Legitimate Merchants 

Setting of high license fees and In- 
fllcUnfi heavy lines for violators may 
be tho means enacted by tho Laic* 
County Board ot Supcrvlsora to pro- 
tect merchants of tho county from 
the hordes of summertime truck ped- 
dlers. 

Because they have neither rent nor 
llcenao feca to pay, these truck ven- 
dors «warm into the summertime sub- 
divisions and resort region^ selling 
fruits, vegetables, other food stuits 
and beverages for a few pennies less 
than legitimate merchants. In addi- 
tion they drivo trucks around with- 
out cash registers to dodge payments 
of the state sales tax. 

The resolutions and Judiciary com- 
mittee of the board and the states at- 
torney are conferring to find some 
legal means to license such peddlers, 
hoping to make the cost of doing bust- 
nesA In the county high enough to dis- 
courage them, or at least to put the 
county merchants on an equal foot- 
ing. 

Village oOlcIals and Antioch busi- 
nessmen who seek the means ot pro- 
tection from tho <menaclng peddlers 
are watching tho efforts ot tho county 
boarx!.

Light Thrown on Phenom- 
enon of Amhidexterity. 

London. — A former depnty commit 
ricucr or Loudcn'3 metropolitan poUcft 
occc hair seriously tugi;;:stod that a 
police car should be perpetually 
parked before 45 Dans place — so often 
did Scotland Yard require the services 
of the man who Uvea there. Thli mac, 
also known as the *'anofflclal cotinscl 
to the (X L D.,** ts Sir James Crichton- 
Browne, author of some novels based 
on paradoxes of legal medicine and se- 
rious works on nerroui dlseflses, and 
Tice president of the Royal Institution. 

Just 27 years ago he concluded a lec- 
ture on "Dexterity and the Bond Sin- 
ister,** at the Institution with the 
words : 

•*We cannot get rid of rlght-or-left- 
handedncss try how we may. To rare 
out the written troubles of the brain 
Is no eaay matter; to delete Its deeply 
engraven records la a task Impossible," 

Expert Elucidates. 

A representative of the Dally Mall 
having recently read a report of th< 
lectnre through and falling to grasp It 
entirely called at 45 Hans place, think- 
ing to catch Sir James napping. In 
one way he did, for Sir James had Juai 
been celebrating his ninety-fourth 
birthday. In another way, be didn't, 
for when he left he took with hUn an 
elucidation of the lecture nf lOOS 
which, in the Dally Mall, reads In part 
as follows — an epic of Us sort: 

••Ambidextral culture, useful enousb 
In some specially employed persons 
muat on the large scale tend tn con 
fusion, 

"Jllght-handcdness Is woven In th*- 
brain and so Is left-handedness. and 
to change the pattern you most un- 
ravel the tissues. My cnnvicli*»n la 
that as regards left-hnnd*'dnt'st: U If 
well to leave well alone. 

"I am Interested to note, therefore, 
that our I>ondon school doctors who 
have been Investigating the tcachln;; ot 
left-handed children have come tu tht 
same conclusion as that at which I ar- 
rived BO long ago. Their memornnduni 
^st presented lays stress on the scrl- 
ons danger tlmt may result from pres- 
■ure In correcting left-bandedncps Id 
children when It Is either natural or 
well establlabed. 

•^lere are cases of genuine and per- 
manent ambidexterity, notably tlmt of 
Lord Baden-Powell, that benefactor of 
his country, who la accustomed to use 
both hands Interchangeably, 

"It baa never been auggeated that 
Icft-handednoaa or ambidexterity Is In- 
dicative of any mental defect or In- 
compatible with the highest Intellec- 
tual power or with genius. Leonardo 
da Vlncl was left-handed. 

"Natural left-hnndfdnoss Is merely a 
tranaference of power from one slda 
to the other, and acquired anihldexter> 
Ity means the special training of cer- 
tain groups of muscles and their springs 
in the brain for certain movements. 
It Is all a matter of cerc-brnl orgBnlsa- 
tSoo. 

Mysteries of the Brain, 

*The two hemispheres of the brain 
are not functionally symmetrical. In 
a vast majority of persons the left 
hemisphere la the more voluntary, th» 
right the more automatic, but there li 
an occasional reversal, of this arrangfr- 
menL 

••Now the hand and arm centers *r« 
adjacent to each other and closely 
linked with the speech centers In the 
brain, and It Is s slgnlHcant fact ob- 
served by tlie London school doctors 
that stammering Is among tho nervoni 
systems Induced by Ill-judged efforts to 
correct left-handedness In young chil- 
dren In whom the evolutions of tli« 
brain centers are atlll going on. 

We have right and left-hnndcdnesi 
everywhere. In the human subject It 
Is well to accept It as it la, and make 
the beat of It without attempting any 
fatlle, perhaps hazardous, triinafurma- 
tlon."
